by the Italians on the Piave. 
Official dispatches received this 


afternoon said that the retreat across the Piave had become an 
utter rout with the Italians pursuing closely behind' the defeated 
enemy. Prisoners taken during the last 48 hours total 40,000. 
At Montello 2,000 prisoners were taken when the Austrins were 
driven out of an important position. Big guns, field pieces and 
smaller arms are falling to the Italians in great numbers. The 
previous artillery losses of the Italians have been more than re- 
placed. After crossing the Piave the Italians took the Austrian 
lines at Zella Bella and according to latest accounts were threat- 
ening retreat.

seriously affected and that the other 
one would respond to treatment and 
soon be alright. 


That did not prove to be the case 


and when neither eye responded to 
treatment Van Ormer brought suit in 
the Clearneld county courts against 
the Osburn Machine company for 
damages for personal injury. 


The insurance company defended 


the suit. Cole & Hartswick and John 
C. Arnold appeared for the plaintiff 
while Patterson & Gleason and W. C. 
Pentz represented the insurance com- 
pany. The case was tried and a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff for $5000 
rendered on Dec. 14, 1915. 


The testimony at the trial disclosed 


the fact that "for ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain" he heathen 
Chinee had nothing on the ubiquitous 
insurance adjuster. Mr. and Mrs. Van 
Ormer testified that when they called 
at the office to settle with the adjuster 
that gentlemen treated them to one 
end of a "phoney" telephone conver- 
sation. That is the adjuster went to 
the telephone in their presence and 
ostensibly called the office of the eye 
specialist already consulted by Van 
Ormer. When he had (?) the doctor 
on the phone he discussed the Van 
Otmer case and wound up by saying 
something like this:— 


"Yes! Yes! Then you consider one 


eye alright. He'll be able to go to 
work about April you think. Yes! 
Alright then doctor, alright, sir." 


He assured the Van Ormers that he 


was talking with the doctor and that 
Mr. Van Owner's pye would soon he 
as good as ever, and on the strength 
of that statement, they alleged, the 
settlement was made for $1150. 


The doctor was then placed upon 


the stand and testified that he had 
never had such conversation with the 
adjuster at any time. 


Following the $5000 verdict a mo- 


tion for a new trial was made, which 
was refused by Judge Bell January 
17, 1916. 


The case was appealed to the Su- 


perior Court and the judgment of the 
Clearfield county court affirmed. The 
learned Judges of the upper court de- 
cided that the case had been properly 
tried, the Judge's charge entirely un- 
biased and proper but in justice to all 
parties concerned they would deduct 
from the $5000 verdict the $1150 paid 
on the settlement made by the insur- 
ance adjuster. 


Since that time Van Ormer has had 


twenty-two operations performed on 
his eyes and several weeks ago a 
Pittsburgh specialist removed a cata- 
ract of recent growth and restored the 
sight after four years of darkness. 


Mr. Van Ormer is now a resident of

THOMAS LAIRD WALLACE 


Died at his home, 214 Pine street, 


Harrisburg, Thursday night, after a 
long illness.

seriously affected and that the other 
one would respond to treatment and 
soon be alright. 


That did not prove to be the case 


and when neither eye responded to 
treatment Van Ormer brought suit in 
the Clearneld county courts against 
the Osburn Machine company for 
damages for personal injury. 


The insurance company defended 


the suit. Cole & Hartswick and John 
C. Arnold appeared for the plaintiff 
while Patterson & Gleason and W. C. 
Pentz represented the insurance com- 
pany. The case was tried and a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff for $5000 
rendered on Dec. 14, 1915. 


The testimony at the trial disclosed 


the fact that "for ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain" he heathen 
Chinee had nothing on the ubiquitous 
insurance adjuster. Mr. and Mrs. Van 
Ormer testified that when they called 
at the office to settle with the adjuster 
that gentlemen treated them to one 
end of a "phoney" telephone conver- 
sation. That is the adjuster went to 
the telephone in their presence and 
ostensibly called the office of the eye 
specialist already consulted by Van 
Ormer. When he had (?) the doctor 
on the phone he discussed the Van 
Otmer case and wound up by saying 
something like this:— 


"Yes! Yes! Then you consider one 


eye alright. He'll be able to go to 
work about April you think. Yes! 
Alright then doctor, alright, sir." 


He assured the Van Ormers that he 


was talking with the doctor and that 
Mr. Van Owner's pye would soon he 
as good as ever, and on the strength 
of that statement, they alleged, the 
settlement was made for $1150. 


The doctor was then placed upon 


the stand and testified that he had 
never had such conversation with the 
adjuster at any time. 


Following the $5000 verdict a mo- 


tion for a new trial was made, which 
was refused by Judge Bell January 
17, 1916. 


The case was appealed to the Su- 


perior Court and the judgment of the 
Clearfield county court affirmed. The 
learned Judges of the upper court de- 
cided that the case had been properly 
tried, the Judge's charge entirely un- 
biased and proper but in justice to all 
parties concerned they would deduct 
from the $5000 verdict the $1150 paid 
on the settlement made by the insur- 
ance adjuster. 


Since that time Van Ormer has had 


twenty-two operations performed on 
his eyes and several weeks ago a 
Pittsburgh specialist removed a cata- 
ract of recent growth and restored the 
sight after four years of darkness.

THOMAS LAIRD WALLACE 


Died at his home, 214 Pine street, 


Harrisburg, Thursday night, after a 
long illness. He was aged 
80 and 


was born at Clearneld. When 10 years 
old, his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Wallace, 
moved to 
Hollidaysburg, 


where, in 1857, he became Pennsylva- 
nia railroad agent. He was trans-er- 
red to Harrisburg in 1859 and was 
shortly 
afterwards made 
freight 


agent there, though only 22 years old. 
He resigned, because of ill health, in 
1898, and was then a solicitor in the 
Division freight agent's office until he 
retired, in 1907. He then organized 
the Harrisburg Transfer company and 
was its manager until April, 1916, 
when he retired. He was a prominent 
Presbyterian, a member of the state 
executive committee of the Y. M. G. 
A., and one of the organizers of the 
Harrisburg P. R. R. Y. M. C. A. He 
is survived by hiy wife, Mrs. Thomas.
